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The American Stamp Dealers As- 
sociation has gone on record as being 
opposed to the practice of sending 
unsolicited approval selections. The 
Association is backed up by most of 
the membership and by many repu- 
table dealers who are not members. 
It is further backed up by the U. S. 
Postoffice Department which practi- 
cally forbids this method of business 
through the mails. Yet, the publish- 
er of the oldest weekly stamp paper 
in this country recently resigned 
from membership in the A. S. D. A. 
because he could not agree with the 
policy of the Association on_ this 


question. It is our opinion that one 
requires but little thought on the 
subject to realize the detrimental 


features of the practice and that the 
stamp business will be on a higher 
plane when this practice is eliminated. 
Linn’s Weekly heartily supports the 
A. S. D. A. in its attempt to stamp 
out this menace.

INTERVIEWS WITH STAMP

I do not like the 15¢ of 1870— it 
might be the picture of any one of 
half a dozen men of my day! The 
10¢c of 1890 is very good, but of them 
all I prefer the 1902 10c. Irrespec- 
tive of the subject it is a very hand- 
some stamp, and the picture is ex- 
cellent of “Black Dan” Webster. 
However, instead of being titled 
Webster it should bear the inscrip- 
tion “Webster, the Fool.” 


Surely you are joking, Mr. Web- 
ster. You, the greatest lawyer and 
orator of our country. You, who 
were Secretary of State under Tyler 
and kept us out of a third war with 
England. You, the leading mind in 
the U. S. Senate for many years. Of 
course you are joking. 

I regret to say that I am not, young 
sir. While there is some small truth 
in what you say, for the benefit of 
posterity and for the guidance of 
those of later days who are inclined 
to boast of their accomplishments 
and eminence, that portrait should be 
labeled “Webster, the Fool.” 

For this reason, young sir. I op- 
posed the annexation of Texas and 
the war with Mexico for one thing, 
but, greater than that, I stood up on 
the floor of the United States Senate 
and bitterly opposed the granting of 
public funds for pushing the U. P. 
Railway to the Pacific Coast, and 
made the statement that it would be 


|a waste of money, “because the west- 
|ern coast would never be inhabited.” 


How many times since, in Seattle, 


|Los Angeles, Portland or San Fran- 
|cisco have I been glad to hide my 


head under a heavy cancellation! 

And one thing more, young sir. 
Much as I tried to serve my country, 
I failed utterly to ably manage my 
own personal affairs. I was intem- 
perate and disgraced myself pub- 
licly many times, and I was so con- 
stantly in debt that during my last 
years a voluntary committee of Mass. 
citizens took over entirely the man- 
agement of my private affairs. Web- 
ster, the Fool! “Let him that think- 
eth he standeth take heed lest he 
fall!” Good day, young sir.
